| appointed in the state, and ten transfers be- 
ing made. The dispatch from Boston con- 
tained no mention of a successor for Peaslee. 
| Game wardens, Director Kenney explained 
in announcing the transfers and appoint 
ments, are not in the woods and fields merely 
to enforce the laws protecting the fish and 
| game for the benefit only of the sportsmen 
and bird lovers, but they are there too, to 
guard the rights of the owners of property 
and to maintain friendly relations, if possible, 
between the group representing the land- 
owners and the group of hunters and fisher- 
| men

Registers Complaint 


on Cahill Case Work 


Chief of Police Dane Resentful at Actions of Investi- 
gators in This Territory—Had Come Here with- 
out His Knowledge or Consent 


A complaint expressing resentment at the 
manner in which the Cahill murder case was 
being handled here was lodged this week with 
District Attorney Hugh A. Cregg by Chief 
George Dane, who stated that he felt that 
police officials should not come into town 
investigating anything unless they first in- 
formed the local department of their pur 
pose. The District Attorney has as a result 
issued sweeping orders saying that detectives 
and police officials in his district are not 
to investigate in any town without first 
consulting the authorities 

The investigation in Andover has, as far as 
is known, taken two angles. Near the begin 
ning of the search for Cahill, who is accused 
of killing little Peggy McCarthy of Somer 
ville, a hunt was carried on near the by-pass 
junction for the little girl’s shoes. In addition 
detectives have been in town interviewing a 
young lady who is known to have been a 
friend of Cahill’s. The young lady’s house is 
also said to have been watched by the de 
tectives for some time. They were here 
Monday and Tuesday of last week 

District Attorney Cregg stated that In 
spector Patrick J. Morrissey of the Lawrence 
department had checked up on an angle of 
the case here in town, and before starting in 
he had visited Chief Dane. The District 
Attorney said that this is the way it should 
be done. Chief Dane stated that he has been 
kept entirely in the dark about the activities 
of other investigators, and had received his 
information through unofficial sources and

There was some question as to the senti- 
ment about tearing old Punchard down, but 
Perley Gilbert, architect who studied in that 
building, said he felt the sentiment went 
when the new building was erected in front 
of it. 

Frank E. Lenane, local man who is con- 
nected with the federal public works admin- 
istration in this state, was present to explain 
the workings of the act under which the town 
would receive a grant of thirty percent of the 
cost of any necessary public construction if it 
so desired. He stated that Massachusetts will 
have to pay to the Federal Government 250 
million dollars for this work, and it might as 
well use some of it. 

The procedure which a town has to go 
through to take advantage of the act was 
explained, Several different officials have to 
express approval as to the soundness of the 
town’s finances, the necessity of the project, 
etc., but Mr. Lenane said there would not be 
much doubt of approval for Andover. ‘The 
town meeting would have to vote on it before 
federal officials could act, he stated. 

Local labor would be preferred, he said, and 
the contractors would be required to hire 
local men, A thirty-hour week will be in 
force, at the prevailing union rate. In answer 
to a question, Mr. Lenane asserted that it 
was possible for a town department to do the 
work itself. This would mean that the board 
of public works here could build a new reser 
voir itself.

The act seems quite acceptable now, 
especially in that no projects are to be 
allowed by the state or federal govern- 
ment which are not absolutely necessary 
and in the additional stipulation that no 
community will be allowed to participate 
in the grant if it is not in good financial 
condition, the only exception being on 
self-liquidating projects. Costs are low 
now, and if Andover has some work to 
be done that it will have to do anyway 
in a few years, it would be foolish of the 
town not to accept this thirty per cent 
donation. On the other hand, the town 
should not be led to indulge in unneces- 
sary spending merely because something 
is to be given free. Seventy per cent must 
be paid anyway, and if something un- 
necessary is constructed, it means 
merely that the taxpayers in the future 
would be paying a burdensome tax 
which they would not have had if this 
act had never been passed. As in any 
business new construction ts necessary 
in a town at times and it cannot be 
woided, but at the same time any bust- 
ness is foolhardy if it expands beyond 
reasonable expectations of tts future 
needs. Fortunately, the Kecovery Act 
has sufficient safeguards so that nothing 
will be allowed which is not necessary

Composing this group are those whose 
financial policy is in sharp opposition to that 
of Group I. To them debt smacks of respect 
ability.

It is to this group that installment 
buying makes its strongest appeal. To gratify 
a present want they unhesitatingly hazard 
their entire future and, while so doing, they 
complacently pat themselves on the back for 
being up to date and keeping up with the 
crowd. Only when solidly up against refusal 
of further credit are they hindered from per 
sonal indebtedness. When so checked, how 
ever, they seek a freer outlet for their spend 
ing mania by having a voice in the spending 
of town money.

Irishman Was Designer 


of First Postage Stamp 
William Mulready, designer of “the 
first stamp ever isued,” was born at 
Ennis, County Clare, Ireland, in 1788. 
The family removed to London while 
the artist was yet a boy, and he was 
educated at the Royal Academy 
School. He became an academician 
in 1815. In the first rank of British 
artists, it was natural that he should 
be chosen to create the illustration 
employed on the first one penny en- 
velope sponsored by the crown govern: 
ment, A critic says of the drawing, 
“To be sure, there Is a sketchiness 
about it which renders the 
somewhat crude, but 
also,

“See how delightfully the golden 
Orient is portrayed in the patient ele- 
phant and those Africans on clumsy 
but fleet ships of the desert, the camel;

“No known infusion of wolf 
blood is recorded, and his wolflike ap- 
pearance is entirely a matter of 
breeding.” 


Poison Ivy Easily Recognized 

Poison ivy, of the cashew family, ts 
to most people pofsonous to the touch, 
It is common in meadows and fields 
and it climbs over rocks and around 
trees, It is easily recognized by Its 
three sharply-cut leaflets, the middle 
one of which is on a slightly longer 
stem. It grows tightly upon any sup- 
port, where it attaches itself and 
clings by numberless rootlets, It Is 
the resinous sap that is poisonous, 
and this exudes from the under sur- 
face of the leaves and along the stems, 
The small flowers have five sepals, 
five petals and five stamens and grow 
in inconspicuous clusters, The fruit 
resembles a berry, being a white or 
yellowish stone fruit.

Dragon Fly Cannot Sew
